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ABSTRACT 

The directory lists those occupations requiring soae 
kind of forial certification, and is presented in two phases: (1) 
occupations requiring licenses, certificates, or pernits fro« the 
State of Hew York, and (2) occupations requiring licenses, 
certificates, pernits, or union cards froi nongovernmental agencies. 
The first section of phase one alphabetically indicates the 
departaents with their respective divisions and resource inforaation 
relative to the occupations requiring credentials noted below each 
heading. The second section lists all occupational titles, except 
those of teachers, alphabetically cross-referenced by key 
descriptors, the department, and the division or bureau issuing the 
sp*3cific credential. The tables in the first section of phase two 
indicate the source of the nongovernmental credential information in 
alphabetical order coupled with an identifying code number; the 
occupational title; type of credential; and inforaation regarding 
training. The final segment contains the occupations alphabetically 
listed with corresponding credential and source code numbers. The 
survey instrument is appended.

Foreword 

Ucenses, certificates or permits are required by New York State law 
for personnel to engage in certain types of work. People involved in these 
occupations roust meet reasonable performance levels as regulated by government- 
detetmined standards. 

The regulation of occupational standards may be the domain of Federal, 
Statu or local governments. In some instances, trade or professional or« 
gfj nidations define the minimal requirements for their domain. 

McKinney's Consolidated Laws of New York State , published by thi? 
Edward Thompson Company, Brooklyn, New York is the definitive work regar<l(ns 
Ijceiiaes issued by towns, villages, cities, counties and the State. This 
publication should be consulted for detailed information. 

The following directory was prepared to be a ready aid to those seeking 
employment and/or to those involved in the counselling of students and 
potential workers. All of the departments within New York State government 
were contacted and requested to list those occupations that required by law 
some form of certification, 

It is anticipated that the information in this document will be revised 
every third year. It is also expected that many users presently have ad- 
ditional information regarding some of the sources named in their private 
files. In order to add to the flexibility and usefulness of the report the 
binder format was adopted for reproduction.

Pursuant to thet provisions of Sections 18 and 90-g of the Agriculture 
and Markets Law - the Official Compilation of codes. Rules and 
Regulations of the State of New York. 

2. liarbage . lading Certificate of Registration 

lllilT l^^. Feeding of garbage to cattle, swine or poultry prohibited. 
Garbage fed to cattle, swine or poultry contributes to the spread of 
vesicular exanthema, cholera, erysipelas, foot and mouth disease, 
trichinosis and other infectious animal diseases. Meat from animals so 
afflicted, when consumed by human beings is a primary source of trichinosis 
and other human sickness. It is therefore declared to be the public 
policy of this state to prohibit the feeding of garbage as defined in this 
section to cattle, swine or poultry to assist in the eradication of animal 
diseases and for the protection of the public health and public welfare. 

All persons desiring to feed cooked garbage shall make application annually 
to the commissioner, on forms to be furnished by the department, for a permit, 
Separate applications shall be made for each of the premises at which such 
feeding is to take place. Each application shall be accompanied by a fee 
of ten dollars. ' 

The Government signed into law a bill forbidding garbage feeding by 1975,

Food Processing Establishments 

The terms "food" and "food products" shall include all articles of food, 
drink, confectionery or condiment, whether simple, mixed or compound, 
used or intended for use by man and shall also include all substances 
or ingredients to be added to food for any purpose. 
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Commercial Feed Processors 

The term "commercial feed" means all materials which are sold, offered 
or exposed for sale or distributed for use as feed for fowl or animals 
other than cats and dogs; but shall not include the materials defined 
in this article as roughages, the whole seed nor the unmixed meals, made 
directly from the entire grains, nor corn and cob meal, nor malt sprouts, 
when sold as such by the maltster at retail, nor shall it include poultry 
feeds consisting of whole or whole and cracked grains mixed together, with 
or wuhout grit, oyster shells or charcoal, when all the ingredients may be 
identified by the naked eye; and shall not include the materials hereinafter 
prohibited by section one hundred thirty herein «

Refrigerated Warehouses and Locker Plants 

The term "refrigeration", shall mean the storage or keeping of articles of food 
in a refrigerated warehouse at or below a temperature above zero of forty-five 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Processing plants for food 

Tho term "processing plant," as used in this article, shall mean a place where 
frultti, vegetables or poultry are received or purchased from producers for 
packing, or dressing, but shall not include custom cider mills, or locker plants 
as defined in this chapter « 

"Packing" shall mean processing fruits, vegetablesor poultry in any manner, 
such as by baking, brining, bottling, canning, concentrating, dehydrating, 
drossing, drying, freezing, juicing, packaging, pickling, perserving, pressing, 
or waxing and/or enclosing such stabilized fruits, vegetables or poultry, or their 
derivative products, in any container, whether or not hermetically sealed. 
"Dressing" shall mean the slaughtering of poultry for liuman food with head, 
fciet and viscera intact and from which the blood and feathers have been removed. 

"Poultry" shall mean any live or slaughtered domesticated chlikon, duck, turkey, 
goose, pheasant, squab or guinea hen. As amended L. 1957, c. 671, Sec. I; L; 1961, 
c. 77, Sec. i; L. 1962, c 82} 1969, c 236, eff. April 25, iy()9.

of one turkey). Requirements relating to sanitation and facilities 
are contained in Part 245, I NYCRR. 

2. Custom Slaughterer Permit 

An annual permit with a fee of $10.00 is required for those operations 
which slaughter animals for the owner thereof exe.^pt from ante-mortem 
and post-mortem Insepction with the resnltant meats to be consumed only 
by the owner thereof, members of his family, nonpaylng guests and 
employees. Requirements relative to facilities, equipment, and 
sanitation of these operations, and labeling of custom products are 
contained In Parts 303, 308, 316, 317, and 318, I NYCRR« 

3. Custom Processor Permit 

An annual permit with a fee of $lOfOO is required for those operations 
which do not slaughter but. conduct processing of owners* meats and farm 
dressed meat. Requirement^' are similar to those cited above for custom 
slaughterers and are contained in the same regulations. 

4. Disposal Plant: License (Inedible Meats) 

An annual license with a fee of $100.00 plus $10.00 inspection fee for 
each vehicle used in the conduct of the disposal business is required £o\: 
plants processing, rendering, or otherwise obtaining hides, skins, inedible 
grease or inedible meat from dead, disabled, or condemned animals, or 
other Inedible meat. 

A transportation service license with an annual fee of $25.00 plus the 
inspection fee of $10«00 per vehicle is required for the operation of a 
vehicle or vehicles, by a person not otherwise licensed to operate a 
disposal plant, for the purpos.v of transporting for hire animal bodies, 
carcasses, and meat or meat products which are not Intended for eventual 
use for human consumption «

plants and transportation services are contained In Article S^'G of the 
Agriculture and Markets Law and Parts 320 and 323^ I NYCKR.

In addition^ we regulate official establishments operating under meat 
and/or poultry inspection. A grant of meat or poultry inspection is 
required for these operations. No fee is required and the grant of 
inspection is of a continuing nature until withdrawn or the conduct of 
the business discontinued. The requirements relative to official 
establishments operating under meat inspection are contained in Parts 301 
through 328, I NYCRR, and the requirements relative to official poultry 
establishments are contained in Part 340, 1 NYCRR.

The State Department of Health, pursuant to Article 34 of the 
Public Health Law, is the authority which licenses, controls and 
regulates the practice of funeral directing and embalming in the 
state. The Department issues Funeral Director licenses to qualified 
applicants who must serve a two year apprenticeship or a one year 
apprenticeship and one year of attendance at a New York State approved 
Mortuary College to qualify for the licensing examinations. Prior to 
1944, the Law permitted tha issuance of two separate licenses: Undertaker 
and Embalmer licenses. Since that date examinations are permitted by 
statute for a single license only. All candidates for the single 
Funeral Director license must pass the examination within five years 
from the date of qualifying or re-qualifying under the current Laws 
and Regulations.
